On apparent authority it is said here 
today that news regarding the militery 
moves, including the preparations for 
further shipments of troops to China, 
will be officially withheld so as not to 
betray the plan of campaign to China, 
including the Chinese diplomatists in 
Europe. As a result, reports are very 
contradictory. However, a number of 
facts go to show that Germany is pre- 
poring further large shipments. 

The Cologne Gazette, in an inspired 
article, admits that 5000 additional 
troops will also leave, although it says 
that at present some 15,000 or 20,000 
have now been ordered to proceed. The 
semi-official Militar Wochenbiatt this 
evening says: 

“According to present orders from the 
powers the middle of August will see 
altogether .40,500 available troops, with 
162 guns, in the province of Pe Chi Li. 
By the end of September,there will be 
78,000 with 280 guns, not including the 
troops at Shanghai, Canton and Pe- 
king. 

“Russia now has 67,000 men, with 104 
guns, concentrating in Manchuria, and 
105,000 more, and 138 guns, now form- 
ing for invasion. Altogether 230,000 
men, with 600 guns, will be in China 
within six weeks, and altogether 117 
war vessels, exclusive of twenty-one 
to o boats, are now watching the 
Chinese coast, of which seven are in 
the Gulf of Pe Chi Li.” 

The newest German action regarding 
China does not meet with general ap- 
proval, even within the Conservative 
and Centrist parties. Several of the 
leading organs express grave doubts as 
to why Germany should take the 
lead in China, where her interests are 
not so large as those of Great Britain 
and France. The Schiesische Zeltung 
asks if the game is worth the candle.

LONDON, Aug. 10.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Baron Russell of Killowen; Lord 
Chief Justice of - England, died this 
morning. Lord Russell suffered from 
gastric catarrh.

I have the front door 
and taken the key and the man is 
most abusive to me. I have a serious 
head affection, and the excitement 
makes me very nervous. WhatIi want 
to know is whether I have no rights ir 
my own house. It does not seem to 
me that when they have their own 
door they have any right to inconven- 
lence me, and the front hall is the 
only place I have to receive my friends, 
as *re other rooms are. unfurnishe!. 

mt: This will certify that I 
have leased to Mr. A the two south 
rooms on the ground floor and one bed- 
room upstairs with the use of the 
kitchen and appliances, also screen 
porch and front hall and bathroom

Answer: You plain! very 
aggressive tenant. e has no right 
whatever to your private rooms, nor to 
the hall which you use as a room. 

He has a right. of course, to the 
means of ingress,and exit to and from 
the various rooms he rented. That is 


all. 

For intruding into your rooms or 
meddling with your doors, can cue 
him for trespass. And you ve, too, a 
right to place a card on your front door 
directing visitors to his own door, who 
are calling on him. the 
amount is so small that it would not 
justify suit and you may have to con- 
tinue to fight it out to the end of the 
six months. w you can turn the 
bully out of doors. Pa

DURESS—TAX PAYMENTS. 
S. T.—In order to constitute a pay- 
ment under duress, there must be 


threatened exercise of authority over 
the person or property of the party 
making the payment, which controls 
his action, and which can be avoided 
only by making the payment. Nor 
the paymént of a tax under pro- 
test of such party take from the pay- 
ment its voluntary character, unless it 
is necessary to protect his person or 
property, or unless a conveyance 
the officer will have the effect of de- 
priving the owner of some defense to 
the tax or throwing upon hfm the bur- 
den of showing its illegality. And 
where the officer's want of authority 
will appear upon the face of the deed 


necessarily appear in any attempt to 
disturb the owner in the possession of 
the land, a payment under protest to 
prevent such sale is not made under 
duress, but is voluntary and cannot be 
recovered back.

DEDICATION. 


D. M. R.—Dedication is a matter 
purely between the owners and the 
public, and the respective rights of the 
owners of lots and blocks who may 
have purchased from she parties filing 
the map are not involved further than 
that sales to them may be some evi- 
dence of an intention to dedicate a 
Street to the public. But there is no 
such thing as dedication between the 
owners and individuals, and the re- 
spective rights of the owners rest upon 
other and different principles of law. 

RULE OF PARTIES. 

S. B.—The rule that the court may 
look beyond the record to ascertain 
who are real parties in interest not of 
record applies only to a person who 
voluntarily undertakes in whole or in 
part the prosecution or defense of an 
action between other parties in pro- 
tection of his own interest, or in pur- 
suance of some obligation which he has 
incurred, and does not apply to -one, 
whatever his interest, who has not in 
any way aided or intermeddied in the 
action prior to the filing of a com- 
plaint for intervention, except by pro- 
curing a dismissal from the plaintiff 
for the protection of his interest. 
FRAUDULENT REPRESENTATION. 

B. W.—One who has been induced to 
enter into a contract for the purchase 
of land in reliance upon fraudulent 
representations of the vendor, may 
either rescind the contract for the 
fraud, or ratify it and sue for damages. 
And when the vender fraudulently 
and falsely represented that he owned 
and ten acres of land free 


representations 
made; whereas, in fact, the vender 
only owned and possessed nine and 
one-tenth acres, and had previously 
conveyed one-tenth of an acre for 
streets, it was held that the purchaser 
upon discovery of the fraud might de- 
mand a return of nine-tenths of the 
agreed price for one acre and recover 
the amount in an action of damages, 
with interest. 

A purchaser has the right to rely 
upon representations of the vender as 
to the facts not within the purchaser's 
khowledge: and the vender cannot es- 
cape responsibility by showing that the 
purchoser might have ascertained that 
such representations were untrue. 
LIMITATION AS TO WATER 

RIGHTS—NON USER. 

L. P.—An appropriation of water by 
means of a ditch is not measured by 
the capacity of the ditch, but is lim- 
ited to such quantity, not exceeding 
its capacity, as the appropriator may 
put to a useful purpose; and ho mat- 
ter how great in extent the original 
quantity may have been, any amount 
lees than the whole amount appropri- 
ated which has not been devoted to a 
beneficial use at @ome time within five 
years is lost and forfeited as against 
a subsequent appropriator thereof.

LITERARY TALKS 
AND REMINISCENCES. 


X—TALKS ON EMERSON AND 
WHITTIER. 


Apart from the genius and philan- 
thropy of the poet Whittier, his career 
will always be an interesting test of 
the working of republican institutions. 


leaders except himself, were in a man- 
ner born in the purple, by comparison. 
They might have known poverty, but 
they were all of what Holmes called 
“the Brahmin blood.” They and their 
fathers before them were college bred 
and had whatever that represents in 
New England. In a country like Eng- 
land a man like Whittier, bred to farm- 
ing in summer and shoemaking in win- 
ter, would have been at a disadvan- 
tage among these men in a degree 
which the efforts of a lifetime would 
scarcely have effaced. He being what 
he was, and living in America, the dis- 
tinction effaced itse!f; no one thought 
of it. There was no such thing as 
patronizing or deference; he simply 
took his place. Yet it is but just also 
to recall that he was b in the so- 
ciety of friends, which furnished a 
Brahmin blood of its own—a body 
which has been in all generations sep- 
arated from the world's people by a 
purity, such as was almost equivalent 
to refinement, and by a habit of _re- 
ligious equality, which ignored the 
world’s trivial differences. Certain it is 
that In the democracy of letters, there 
has never been @ man who took his 
place with more absolute composure 
than Whittier. 

He had, in addition, the advantige of 
being a remarkably handsome man,

with fine features, delicate outlines and 
a clear brunette complexion. He 
yielded just enough to the friend's 
habit of costume to wear It qeaceeany 
and make it — 
language, so-called, was also an 0 - 
ment to him, for it gave a kind of dig- 
nified ce to an utterly simple man- 
ner. aving been a great reader in his 
youth, he had a great variety of know!l- 
edge. He told me Once that he always 
had a t desire to travei, but that 
by reading a book about any foreign 
country he made it at once so far a 
part of his own experience that he did 
not afterward care to visit it. Without 
ear for music, he yet made his verses 
fairly melodious, and sometimes very 
much so; althourh it was to be noticed | 
that in these cases he distrusted him- |, 
self so that his later alterations in his 
own verse almost always injured it. He 
was eminently intuitive, both in his 
perceptions of character and his liter- 
ary instinct. Younger writers always. 
found in him a good critic, and his | 
sound judgment of men was always. 
recognized in practical life, and espe- | 
cially among politicians. Never mak- | 
ing a speech, he yet was a frequent at- | 
tendant on meetings of the so-called | 
“liberty party,” and afterward, 
though more rarely, of the Republican; | 
and profestional politicians, habitually | 
distrustful of literary men, usually, 
made an exception in favor of him. 

This ability to deal with men of af- | 
fairs undoubtedly gave a certain direct- | 
ness and homely to his verse, 
compared with which that of Longfei- 
low seems always rather silken-ciad, | 
while Emerson's strains are constantly | 
abstruse, while those of Lowell and) 
Holmes are often involved and com- | 
plex. Sprung from the people, Whit- | 
tler was thus emphatically the poet! 
of the people. Yet it is to be noticed . 
that some of the lines oftenest quoted | 
from his volumes are those in which! 
his strain is at the highest. Chief 
among these, perhaps, is that fine verse 
on immortality, almost approaching the 
character of a hymn, where he says: 
“T know not where His islands lift 

Their fronded palms in air;.. 
I only know I cannot drift 

Beyond His love and care.” 
I have more than once had this 
quoted to me with enthusiasm by read- | 
ers who were obliged to ask afterward | 
what the word “frondes’ meant. In| 
no one, I suppose, was the spirit of re- | 
ligion ever more spontaneous, and) 
more genuinely to be called an inner | 
light than in ittier, and it was ac-' 
companied by an absolute freedom 
from all narrowness or self-assertion, 
Nothing could be more simple and 
pleasing than his home life. Until be- 
reaved of his mother and sister, he 
lived with them in a modest little house 
at Amesbury, where al] the traditions 
of Quaker housekeeving were exquis- 
itely preserved, and the perfect order 
of the interior made the little dwelling 
an equally appropriate resort for visit- 
ing emperors. or for fugitive siaves. 
Elizabeth Whittier, some of whore 
poems her brother took delight in in- 
cluding with his own, represented in 
her temperament a wholly different ele- 
ment of Quakerism from his, being as 
— and outspoken as he was shy 
and reticent, and not fearing to shake 
her head reprovingly at the dignified 
friends on the high seats at yearly 
meeting, if the spirit. moved them to 
discourse too long, so that her hospit- 
able dinner was in danger of being 
spoiled. Plain in person, without the 
regular features of her brother. she 
yet had eyes of much more licuid 
brilliancy, which filled her face with 
charm during every moment of her 
lively conversation. 
With less of European celebrity than 
several of his compeers, Whittier wil 
always hold a firm place at home as 
being the literary creator, not merely 
of the New Eperiand legend. but of 
the American legen. as a whole, he 
being the very first who touched it and 
made it alive. As has been already ; 
said, he never visited any foreign '

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Perhaps there is no English writer 
of the present century who gives one 
so much the impression as does Emer- 
son of being absolutely at home with 
the “heavenly powers,” the primordial 
elements of nature, and the forces that 
rule the spiritual world. Carlyle, in 
some of his books, talks quite «as 
volubly of the infinities and the eter- 
nities, but they put him in a ——. 
a passion of adoration or of awe, or 
may be of exasperation, at the relative 
shortcomings of actual life and human 
nature. Wordsworth is as great a a 
as Emerson, and makes tne facts oO 
common life reveal as transparently 
their inner spiritual meaning, but he 
is so often trivial and wearisome that 
we suspect him of not being native to 
cae heavenly regions. In Emerson’s 
prose there is always 4 divine blithe- 
ness that marks him as havin, in his 
veins a celestial ichor. ith a 
the foundations o 
finite lies stretched in smiling repose, 
“With thought, with the ideal, is im- 
mortal hilarity, the rose of joy.” These 
sentences have Emerson's unmistakabie 
accent and idiom. At the close of his 
essays on “Illusions” he describes the 
moments of clear vision that now and 
then reveal to the veriest tyro in things 
spiritual the beauty and the order vf 
life. 


e 

“There is no chance, and no anarchy, 
in the universe. All is system and 
gradation. Every god is there sitting 
in his sphere.’ ‘ihe young mortal en- 
ters the hall of the firmament; there 

he with them alone, they 
pouring on him benedictions and gifts, 
and beckoning him up to their thrones. 
On the instant, and incessantly, fall 
snowstorms of illusions. He fancie® 
himself in a vast cloud, which sways 
this way and that, and whose doings 
and movements he must obey. . .- 
Every moment new changes and new 
showers of deceptions, to baffle and 
distract him. And when, by and by, 
for an instant the air clears, and the 
cloud lifts a little, there are the gods 
still sitting around him on thetr thrones 
—they alone with him alone. 

Emerson seems always to have within 
the range of his eye these shining forms 
and to be able to hear through all the 
rumorine and turbulence of dally life 
their golden words to One another. 

Yet Emerson is not, as are some 
tranecendentalists, a mere victim of 
second sight; in his comments on mor- 
als and on religion, there is, in addi- 
tion to his visionary wisdom, - much 
Yankee shrewdness and common sense; 
if he “hitches his wagon to a4 star” he 
also “hugs his fact." Accordingty, 
everywhere in his essays we are kept 
within measurabie distance of common 
life, of the e-tual human heart, and 
of the world of nature in its elemental 
beauty, shining with a kind of morning 
splendor. 

“In the morning I ewake and find 
the old world. wife, babes and mother, 
Concord and Boston, the dear old snir- 
itual world, and even the dear old devil, 
not far off. . . Kverything good 
le on the highway. ... The mid- 
world is best. Nature, as we know 
her, is no saint.” _ 

These are not the words of a mere 
mystic or dreamer; they have the racy 
heartiness of a man who knows life at 
firet hand; and they represent well 
Emerson's fine loyaity, even in his most 
visionary essays, to the regions of actual 
human experience. 

“I gossip for my hour concerning the 
eternal politics,” so Emerson, in one 
essay smilingly asserts. ‘“Eeternal poli- 
tics” is precisely what busies him from 
first to last. Man in his relation to 
nature and to God—the limits, the scope 
and the promise of man’s destiny, man’s 
duties to God and to his fellows—the 
wise economy by which the self-reliant 
man bends nature to his need—these 
topics and others like them. which 
have to do with man’s eternal - 


thip in the universe, recur tn his es- 
says again and in. And running 
through all his iscussions of these 


topics are two far-reaching and vitalis- 
ing doctrines—belief in the Over-Soul 
and an optimistic faith in the worth of 
present moment, and of the indi- 
vidual. Man is for Emerson not sim- 
ly divine in his origin, but a sharer 
om moment to moment in the divine 
nature. “AS there is no screen or ceil- 


every 

self an infinite store of potential spir- 
itual energy, rseon has no misgiv- 
ings over the present, or fear for the 
future. Man and God are really con- 
spirators for happiness and virtue and 
truth and beauty; the individual, if he 
is loyal to his inner nature, has ali the 
forces of the universe silently working 
for him; seen or unseen, they are on 
his side. Moreover, every man has his 
own quite peculiar relation to the di- 
vine nature—it is to represent or make 

cate tion of the divine 
energy. ence Emerson never weariles 
of insisti on the duty of self-re- 
liance. rust thyself; every heart 
vibrates to that iron string.” 

Nature, too, like man, is for. Emer- 
son instinct with Deity. Strangely 
idealistic and confident must Bmer- 
son's talk about nature seem to a mod- 
ern reader, who goes to it from Dnar- 
win's “Origin of Species,” or Spencer's 
“First Principles." Emerson is wholly 
innocent of modern scientific theories. 
Man has for him no kinship with the 
beasts. One wonders what Darwin. 
and Emerson would have had to say to 
each other in an hour’s talk. Nature 
is to Emerson a divine invention for 
man's monition and discipline and joy. 
Man has in his own breast, in so far 
as he has realized his oneness with 
the Over-Soul, the principles and the 
laws which run throughout the length 
and breadth of nature. and bind into 
harmonious forms and orderly  se- 
quences all its magnificent miscellan- 
eousness. 

“The world proceeds from the same 
spirit, as the bedy of man. It is a 
remoter and inferior incarnation of 
God, a projection of God in the uncon- 
scious. But it differs from the body 
in one important respect. It is not, 
like that, now subjected to the human 
will, Its serene order is inviolable by 
us. It is, therefore, to us the present 
expositor of the divine mind.” 

Emerson, then, sees spiritual energy 
pulsing everywhere in nature: for him 
the miracle -f the burning bush is 
daily wrought; every object in nature 
shines for him with a peculiar irides. 
cent beauty; and im the presence of 
mature he is. as he somewhere says, 
“giad to the brink of fear.” 

These are the characteristic beliefs 
and moods that give.t> Emerson's 
prose its tonic power. His prose has 
a note and quality that we perhaps 


never find in the prose of our own day

SHAFFNER'S NERVOUSNESS. 


Court Orders Him to Have 
No More. 


Stormy Struggle Over a Child— Charges 
and Counter-charges. 


There is promise of much sensat'ona! 
crimination and recrimination in the 
fight of a mother for her child that re- 
cently sprang up in the Superior Court. 
Proceedings were very stormy yester- 
day. 

The imbroglio involves the matri- 
monial infelicities of Charles H. and 
Lulu M. Shaffner, who are now living 
Separate and apart because of the al- 
leged inhumanity and cruelty of the 
husband. The father has the child, 
which he keeps at No. 2101 East Third 
street. Mrs. Shaffner lives at the 
Aberdeen, a rooming house on North 
Broadway. : 

On Wednesday the mother went out 
to see her child—a pretty little son of 
six summers—when she was surprised 
to find that her wonted privileges had 
been cut off. Thereupon, she instituted 
habeas corpus proceedings against her 
husband, alleging that he was intend- 
ing to take the child out of the State, 
and the hearing in the matter was set 
for yesterday before Judge Trask. 

A SURPRISE PARTY. 7 

But at that time Mrs. Shaffner and 
her attorney, “Habeas Corpus” Ladd, 
were served up a surprise by a sud- 
den move on the part of the husband 
aad the woman's father, Willlam F. 
Little, a local capitalist. 

It was announced to the court that 
a petition had just been filed asking 
that Mrs. Shaffner be declared incom- 
petent, and that her father be ap- 
pointed her guardian. 

So surprised was “Habeas Corpus” 
Ladd this his tron-gray goatee bristled 
a la porcupine, and he talked with 
a gurglie in’ his throat. 

“In view of the new clement that has 
been injected into this case,” began 
Earl Rogers, Esq., representing the fath- 
er’s faction, as against the mother, 
“this habeas corpus proceeding should 
be continued to be taken up after hear- 
ing the guardianship matter.” | 

All this time Ladd was trying to get 
a word in edgewise.. 

“And in the husband's petitiom,” con- 
tinued Rogers, “a:] of the woman's rel- 
atives concur. They say she is mentally 
incompetent to manage her own af- 
fairs.” 

“We deny all those allegations,” stam- 
mered Ladd in bated breath; “every 
one of them: but in the meanwhile we 
certainly shall be allowed the right to 
see the child without interruption from 
the father and at all fit and proper 


times. 
DISTURBING VOICE. 

At this point the father, with a very 
bold and red face, spoke right out in 
court, 

“The mother can see the child, but 
not old Ladd,” shouted Shaffner. 

Everybody pricked up his ears. 

“Mr. Bailiff, who was that man caus- 


| ing a disturbance?” asked Judge Trask, 


very sharply. 

A brief pause. 

“It was the husband, Your Honor,” 
someone meckly suggested. 

“Well, the husband had better keep 
his mouth shut in this courtroom, or 
he’ll find trouble,” was the tart reply. 

At first the court seemed inclined to 
pass the matter over with that, but 
then a second thought came. 

“What do you mean, sir, in speaking 
out like that’ Stand up!”’ demanded the 
judge. 

Shaffner was scared. 

“IT guess,” he stammered, “that—it 
was—the result—of nervousness.” — 

“Don’t you have any more nervous- 
ness, sir, in this court,” retorted the 
fudge, savagely, and the petulant hus- 
band sank into his seat. 

The order was then made that the 
mother should be allowed to see her 
child during pendency of the matter, 
which was continued to follow the 
guardianship hearing. 
MOTHED ALLEGED INCOMPETENT 


The particular allegation of the pe- 
tition in guardianship flied by the hus- 
band is that Mrs. Shaffner owns con- 
siderable property, which she is said to 
be mentally incompetent to manage, 
and petitioner asks that her father, 
William F. Little, be appointed guar- 
dian of both her person and estate. 

Mrs. Shaffner is 34 years old. Most 
of the property she owns Is situated on 
Brooklyn Heights. and all of it returns 
an annual rental of $300. Petitioner 
fears that unlees his wife is guarded 
her property will be wasted and al'en- 
ated through the influence of design- 
ing persons. He avers that she has 
been mentally incompetent for about 


ROGERS’S ANSWER. 

IN DISBARMENT PROCEEDINGS. 
A motion was presented in Judge 
Fitzgerald's court yesterday to set 
down for hearing the disbarment pro- 
.ceedings against Earl Rogers, Esq., In- 
stituted about three months ago by 
W. T. Spillman. For some reason the 
Spiliman side was unable to take the 
matter up, and was granted a_ con- 
tinuance of one week. 

In so doing, however, Judge Fitz- 
gerald took occasion to say some 
strenuous things about delay in a mat- 
ter of such importance to the party 
involved, and urged a sprighflier expe- 
dition in proceedings hereafter. 
Attorney Rogers has filed a lengthy 
answer to the charges preferred 
against him by Spiliman. It is for the 
most part a flat denial of all of Spill- 
man's allegations, as set forth in his 
bill of specifications. 

Spillman charges Rogers of unprofes- 


{sional conduct in connection with the 


prosecution of Charles Compton, re- 
cently convicted on his fourth trial of 


of the park department. who for sev- 
eral years bas had charge of ithe 


the crime of forgery. He waa found 
guilty of forging the name of L. H. 


_luntil a conviction was made, or, 


the Witt minors yesterday, 


Greene, of Cincinnati to a deed 
property in this city, on which $1000 
was raised at the Columbia Savings 
Bank of Los Angeles. That was in 
1897. Compton's sentence eleven 
years. 

Compton and two men, named Ware 
and Davis, were arrested for the, of- 
fense. Ware turned State’s evidence 
and skipped out. Davis, after a trial 
or two, was discharged. 

Spillman charges Rogers with hav- 
ing imposed upon representatives of the 
bank and the Title Insurance and 
Trust Company by having represented 
to them that he knew that the ar- 
rested parties were guilty, and that for 
a consideration he would produce evi- 
dence in his possession to prove the 
guilt of Compton. This is flatly denied 
by Rogers. 

On the other hand, Rogers avers 
that several days after the arrest of 
the parties, the bank and the title in- 
surance company, with either of which 
he had little previous acquaintance, em- 
ployed the firm of Messrs. Creighton & 
Rogers, of which he was a member, to 
aesist in the prosecution of the case. 
A contract was entered into, says 
Rogers, with them by Creighton, on be- 
half of the firm, to handle the -— 
necessary, the matter was taken to the 
Supreme Court. 

After two trials, and a reversal of 
the verdict of the second trial in the 
Supreme Court, Rogers alleges his work 
was completed. And, furthermore, the 
firm of Messrs. Creighton & Rogers 
had dissolved, and he did not elect to 
assume any of the old firm's obliga- 
tions. 

The facts set out by Spillman, how- 
ever, are exactly the opposite of the 
above. He avers that Rogers was still 
in the employ of the bank and _ the 
trust company, and that, while so en- 
gaged, he took the stand during the 
third trial of the cause against Comp- 
ton last December, and gave testimony 
in favor of the defense. Spillman 
avers that his own relations with Rog- 
ers were confidential, being employed 
himself by the bank and the District 
Attorney's office to secure evidence 
against Compton, but that Rogers on 
the stand disclosed all of these secret 
matters in breach of faith. 

But Rogers now asserts he had mo 
relations with Spillman whatever; that 
Spillman was not so employed, as he 
avers he was; that he got nothing for 
his constant labors save a bit of charity 
money now and then, to eat or sleep 
on; and that he was self-imposed for 
the sake of personal revenge against 
Compton, and always in the way. 

Knowing, says Nogers in his an- 
swer, that it had always been the policy 
of the prosecution, when he was con- 
nected with it, to keep Spillman out of 
sight, “on account of his bitter per- 
sonal animosity against Compton and 
his own unsavory reputation.” he testl- 
fied in December to what he believed 
to be the truth, when he stated that 
Spillman was not connected with the 
case, only as a volunteer. 

Spillman avers that this was not 
the fact, and that Rogers simply tes- 
tified so to ald the defense. Rogers, 
however, avers that he merely was 
subpoenaed to tell the truth, even 
though a witners for the defendant, and 
having no confidential relations with 
Spillman, and bein=- out of the em- 

y connected with the 
case, he told the truth, with no idea of 
alding the defense, but rather 
prosecution. 

Rogers denies that during the May 
preceding the December trial, he made 
demand for additional fees to prose- 
cute the Compton case, and falling to 

et the same, refused to go on with 

matter. 

All of Spiliman’s lesser allegations 
are also denied specifically by Rogers tn 

answer. 


MARLEY ESTATE. 
DAUGHTER GIVEN LETTERS. 


Letters of administration were 
granted by Judge Shaw yesterday to 
Miss Lennie Marley in the estate of 
her late father, Thomas F. Marley, a 
local capitalist, who died in this city 
about three weeks ago. 

Marley left property worth in excess 
of $75,000. At the time of his death his 
two daughters, Miss Lennie and Miss 
Bessie, were domiciled in the State of 
New York. He died here alone. Im- 
mediately upon his passing, a special 
administrator was appointed to care 
for his personal property, which con- 
sisted of cash, jewelry and wearing 
apparel worth ehcut $10,000. At this 
juncture the Public Administrator ap- 
plied for general letters, thinking that 
the daughters were residents of New 
York and therefore not entitled to ad- 
minister upon their father’s plethoric 
estate. 

But both the daughters have recently 
come on from the East, and yesterday 
application was made by one of them 
for control of the estate. 

Miss Marley, the elder of the sisters 
and 25 years of age, was put upon the 
stand. She is a very attractive young 
lady and wae neatly attired in mourn- 
ing. She was positive that she had 
always considered Los Angeles their 
home and that they had merely been 
away for the past two years in educa- 
tional pursuits. Inquiry elicited the in- 
formation that Miss Marley is studying 
for the stage. The proof of their resi- 
dence in this city was, in the mind of 
the court, sufficient, consequently the 
Public Administrator withdrew his pe- 
tition in the matter. ; 

Mies Marley was accordingly ap- 
pointed administrator under bond of 
$40,000. 


DAMAGES GRANTED. 
BOY BITTEN BY A BULLDOG. 

Justice James gave judgment yester- 
day for plaintiff in the bulldog suit, 
wherein William Dieterle was suing 
Peter F. Patterson for $40 damages. 

On January 7 of this year Karl 
Dieterle, a minor child of the plaintiff, 
was riding along Figueroa street in this 
city on a bicycle. Patterson is the 
keeper of a livery stable and at that 
time kept on his premises a bulldog. 
The dog ran out and bit the boy on 
the leg as he by on his bicycle. 
Suit was then brovght to recover the 
amount paid out for medical attend- 
ance. 

Concluding his opinion, Justice James 
says: “I think that on the whole the 


evidence clearly shows that the dog was 


in the habit of pursuing bicyclists and 
that such ~ersons were in danger of 
being bitten by him; that defendant 
had full notice of this habit of the dog, 
and that he took no measures to re- 
strain it. He wos therefore negligent 
and liable for the damages herein sved 
for. Judgment will be for plaintiff.”

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[RAILROAD RECORD.] 


The remaining members of the com- 
mittee of Los Angeles wholesale men 
who recently conferred in San Fran- 
cisco with the chiefs of the traffic de- 
partments of the railroads, returned to 
this city yesterday morning and they 
report that no voluntary action is to 
be expected from the companies in the 
reduction of San Joaquin Valley rates. 

The original conference took place, 
as has already been reported, Mon- 
day afternoon. The case was presented 
by the Los Angeles jobbers, and the 
railroads were asked for an explanation 
of the seeming discrimination in favor 
of San Francisco. Mr. Bissell of the 
Santa Fé Company declared that, as 
the Valley Road had but recently come 
into the hands of his compny, he was 
not prepared to discuss the rates i1 de- 
tail and must ask for time. Mr. Sproule 
of the Southern Pacific stated that his 
company wished to do what was just 
and right by Los Angeles, but that 
owing to the Tehachepi grade and to 
the water competition to Stockton, it 
had been found difficult to adjust the 
valley rates on a mileage bas‘s. 

He spoke. briefly and rather grudg- 
ingly, and offered no adequate expla- 
nation on many of the material ques- 
tions, such as, for example, why San 
Francisco was not charged for the 
grade when its freight passed over 
the mountains. On a number of im- 
portant issues he m to 
and escape and finally lapsed into si- 
lence. It was that 
the representatives of the two :

on Thursday they would return @ 
definite answer to the petition of the 
Los Angeles men. — 

Tuesday afternoon the committee 
was given an audience by J. C. St 
the third vice-president of the Southern 
Pacific.

POWER OF THE EYE. 


H. M. STANLEY ON POSSIBILITY OF 
TELEPATHIC INFLUENCE. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, July 28.—H. M. Stan- 
ley, in discussing the popular idea that 
anyone, by merely a steady gaze, can 
afiect a person at a distance who fs not 
looking/at him, and the statement matte 
by some, that they are able to make 
anyone sitting In front of them turn 
the head in this way, quotes an Aftri- 
can traveler, who in one of his works, 
says: 
“Presently I felt as if someone was 
looking at me, and, raising my head, 
saw a large Puma standing ten yards 
of.” Mr. Stanley says that to the 
phystologist it may appear unnecessary 
to investigate such a manifest ab- 
suvdity, but it bas a practical value in 
affording the opportunity of exploding 
a common error by direct experiment. 
Mr. Stanley asked a young man, who 
to 
stand, unknown to re-agent A, behind 
a bookcase, and look through a care- 
fully-concealed peep-hole. A, who was 
about four feet away, and directly fac- 
ing the hole, was in the meantime en- 
gaged in mechanical writing. To th> 
young man’s chagr'n, he was unab'te to 
disturb A. Further experiments in the 
same direction gave negative result. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Stanley concedes te 
possibility of telephathic influence 
ing exerted under some conditions, and 
suggests the desirability of trying ex- 
periments with twins and others con- 
stantiy en rapport, especially when un- 
der emotional stress and at. critical 
junctures. If there be nervous telepathy 
this is, perhaps, as simple and coim-

ARIZONA'S OIL MOVEMENTS. 


PHOENIX, (Ariz.) Aug. 7.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) Three separate oil 
deliriums are now under way in Ari- 
zona, and three separate bands of oil 
promoters are throwing stunts in their 
anxiety to convince themselves and the 
people generally that Arigona is to add 
petroleum to her list of mineral prod- 
‘ucts. Mention has been made hereto- 
fore of the oil fields near Yuma, in the 
river bed and at the Potholes, Sev- 
eral boring rigs have been ordered for 
the district, and the local promoters 
are putting up all the cash themselves, 
as an evidence of good faith. The geo- 
logical conditions are described as 
favorable to the presence of petroleum. 
second petroleum field is only 

eight miles east of Phoenix, among 
some red sandstone and conglomerate 
buttes north of Tempe. The field abuts 
upon an Indian reservation, a fact that 
may cause some of the locators a lit- 
tle trouble, The formation, save for the 
little hills, is granite, in places cov- 
“ered with alluvial deposit and in others 
bare. The locators are nearly all citi- 
zens of Tempe and more of them are 
daily flocking across the river to se- 
cure more ground on which to base 
visions of wealth. Luckily the land is 
‘nearly all open for location, as it Mes 
too high and dry and is too rocky for 
cultivation. It is in a rock peninsula 
that is thrust d from the hills on 
the north into fhe deep alluvial de- 
posit that forms the floor of almost the 
entire Salt River Valley. No are 
on the ground yet, but a number of 
industrious enthusiasts are sinking 
shafts. Someof the holes are more than 
thirty feet deep, and the miners have 
brought up, in several instances, rock 
that Ras the odor of petroleum, at 
leastaIn fact, the excitement is to be 
cha almost ehtirely to sensitive 
olfa s. A mining district has been 
formed, and locators have employed 
a surveyor to lay out their claims to 
avoid possible friction in the future. 
Only one stock company has been 
formed, but its twenty incorporators are 
putting up all the capital necessary to 
purchase a standard drilling rig and 
thoroughly explore their ground to a 
depth of not less than 1000 feet.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The names of 
distinguished men or women whose ad- 
mirers are anxious to secure a niche 
for them in the Pantheon, or Hall of 
Fame, are still coming and the list 
now includes close to 3000 names.
